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Pope is fully recovered from ’81 shooting

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Two years 
after an assassination .attempt that nearly 
cost him his life, has Pope John Paul II 
fully recovered? 


“‘He’s full of pep and energy,”’ said a 
high Vatican official who often sees the 
pope. ‘‘Taking into account all he’s been 
through, I think he’s’ done 
magnificently.”’ 


‘“SHE’S FINE. He looks well, even 
though he’s not my patient anymore,’ 
said Dr. Francesco Crucitti, head of the 
surgical team which performed two 
operations on the pope at Rome’s Gemelli 
Polyclinic in 1981. — 


‘He doesn’t seem any more tired than 
anyone else with his schedule would,”’ 
said an American priest in Rome, who 
saw the pope on May 13, 1981, in St. 
Peter’s Square, the day the murder 
attempt took place. 

Doctors predicted that it would take 
two years for their patient to recover his 
full strength. 


MANY VATICAN observers believed 
that the pale and weakened man who 
emerged from the Gemelli Polyclinic in 
early August 1981 after a 77-day hospital 
stay would never resume the hectic pace 

~ and worldwide travels that had previously 
marked his pontificate. 


But Pope John Paul, whose 63rd 
birthday was May 18, has shown a 
greater stamina than many other men his 
age. 

The only obvious physical change in 
him is a loss of about 10 pounds from his 
pre-May 1981 weight. The pope lost 20 
pounds during his- hospitalization and 
regained only half of that. 


‘*HE’S THINNED down a little, yes, 
but I think he’s keeping it that way 
intentionally,’’ said the Vatican official, 
who asked not to be named. 

Crucitti applauded the pope’s lower 
weight, saying ‘‘he was overweight’’ 
before the shooting. 


The American priest, who also asked 


not to be named, has met with Pope John 
Paul every six months over the past two 
years and has seen a steady improvement 
in the pope’s appearance. 


‘*THE FIRST time I saw him after the 
shooting his color wasn’t good and he 
seemed to be experiencing a great deal of 
discomfort,’’ he said. 


“Even six months ago, he sat 
throughout a brief audience,’’ the priest 
added. ‘‘But this time he stood the whole 
time, during a longer audience, and 
didn’t seem agitated or in a hurry. His 
spirit is up and there’s a bit more of a 
spring in his step.”’ 

A journalist who often accompanies 
Pope John Paul on his Sunday parish 
visits in Rome thinks the shooting has had 
a greater psychological than physical 
effect on the pope. 

‘““BASICALLY, HE’S recovered as 
much as he’s going to,’’ she said. ‘‘But it 
seems like some kind of spunk, which is

CRITICIZED — Archbishop Marcos 
McGrath of Panama City has criticized the 
Nicaraguan government’s handling of the 
March visit of Pope John Paul II, saying it 
tried to control the pope. ‘“There were those 
who were looking for some indirect approval 
from the pope for the government,”’ 
Archbishop McGrath said. 

PAPAL MEETING? — Polish Church 
officials are trying to arrange a meeting 
between Pope John Paul II and Lech Walesa, 
leader of the illegal Solidarity labor union, 
when the pope visits Poland in June, said 
Cardinal Josef Glemp of Gniezo and Warsaw. 
The Polish cardinal, leaving Rome after a 
four-day visit during which he conferred with 
the pope regarding the trip, was asked if the 
meeting was planned — ‘‘We will seek to 
arrange that he (Walesa) can have the 
meeting,’’ he replied. 

BLACKS BARRED — Archbishop George 
Daniel of Pretoria, South Africa, has joined 
other leaders in condemning the city council’s 
decision to bar blacks from 17 parks. All 300 
parks there were declared open to all races in 
1973, but in April the council voted 23-7 to bar 
blacks from 17 parks and to hire uniformed 
guards with dogs to enforce the law. 
Archbishop Daniel asked Catholics ‘‘and all 
who believe in brotherly love and the dignity of 
every human being to protest in the strongest 
way possible against this violation of human 
rights.’’ 

‘FIGHT PORN’ — Bishop Bernard J. 
Flanagan, apostolic administrator of the 
Worcester Diocese, has asked members of the 
diocese to join other. citizens in ‘‘the fight 
against the evils of pornography.’’ He urged 
them to write to President Reagan, the 
Worcester County attorney general and their 
local chiefs of police to ask for strict 
enforcement of pornography laws. ‘‘Experts in 
criminal law assure us that the pornography 
industry now widely under organized 
crime...can be stopped in 18 months if, by 
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presidential order, the U.S. attorney general 
vigorously enforces present federal obscenity 
laws.”” 


SUPPORTED — Pope John Paul II has 
voiced support for Hungarian Catholic 
bishops in their efforts to bring small groups of

union with the hierarchy. The base 
communities, which began in the early 1950s, 
were formed to promote prayer and religious 
instruction.

BISHOPS DEFENDED — A top Vatican 
official, Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, has said 
he agrees with the U.S. Catholic bishops that 
first use of nuclear weapons is morally wrong. 
The Vatican prefect said, ‘‘Indeed I believe 
that the Americans are right in saying that the 
so-called first use of nuclear weapons is not, as 
regards morality, justifiable.’’ The cardinal 
also said the bishops did not overreach their 
authority in addressing political issues. 


ALIEN BILL — The Senate approved a 


comprehensive immigration bill May 18 which - 


would penalize employers for hiring workers 
who illegally entered the United States and 
would offer amnesty to millios of illegal aliens 
already in the country. The vote on the bill 
was 76 to 18. The Senate passed a similar 
measure last August, but it died in the House. 
This year the House Judiciary Committee 
approved a different version of the bill May 5, 
and the full House was not expected to take up 
the measure until August. The Senate bill

preservation. This university has given 
our graduates such knowledge,’’ he 
concluded. 


IN HIS Law School address he said 
the cliche that morality cannot be 
legislated is a ‘‘half-truth.’’

were applied to the area of justice, he 
theorized. ‘‘Justice is a moral value,’’ he 
said, but few would argue that things like 
social legislation and civil rights laws 
“represent an undue intrusion of 
government legislating morality.’’ 


THE BISHOP warned that citizens 
who cannot agree about what is right and 
wrong and who have lost all sense of 
personal moral responsibility ‘‘are well on 
the way to being ungovernable.’’ 


“Tt should be remembered that law is 
not something purely negative which is 
constantly forbidding, restraining and 
prohibiting. Properly understood and 
properly used, law should be a source of 
guidance and inspiration.”’

Someone 
interested in becoming president ‘‘prays 
very hard to the Holy Ghost’’, makes a 
promessea (or promise) to the Holy Spirit 
and, on the last day of the festa, submits 
his name for the drawing, Mrs. Oliver 
said. 


THE PRESIDENT is then 
responsible for selecting committees and 
making sure all the work involved in the 
festa is carried out. This year, Mrs. 
Oliver planned the whole festa because 
Mr. Oliver, a tuna fisherman, has been 
out at sea. 


Members of the Portuguese 
community are willing to put in long 
hours of preparation for the festa ‘‘to keep 
the faith within the community and inthe 
hearts of the children. We do it in 
devotion to the Holy Spirit because our 
faith is in the Holy Spirit,’’ Mrs. Oliver 
explained. 


After the crowning of the queens and 
king, the revelers returned to the S.E.S.

Editorial

Exchange of opinion benefits all 


“Tf public opinion is to be properly formed, it is necessary that, 
right from the start, the public be given free access to both the sources 
and channels of information and allowed to freely express its own 
views.” 


This is not the manifesto of some radical journalists; it is 
taken directly from the Church’s post-conciliar document 
Pastoral Instruction on Social Communications. 

| 

The document, with its forthright assertion that 
members of the Church possess the freedom to express 
their opinions and that a responsible exchange of opinion 
conduces to the common good is not one of the most widely 
quoted works to come out of the Second Vatican Council. 
But it does help explain what some perceive to be an 
aberration, even troublemaking, within some elements of 
the Catholic press — Southern Cross not excluded. 


Full, fair and objective reporting of sensitive or 
controversial matters is exceedingly difficult for any 
institutional newspaper. Equally perilous is the airing of 
dissident or unpopular opinion. 


These things, some say, only serve to stir people up, to 
encourage dissent, to make life more difficult for people in 
charge. Others view them as disservice, even subversion. 
Authors of the Vatican II document disagree. 


Commenting on the full and free expression of opinions, 
the authors state, ‘‘This free dialogue within the Church does no 
injury to her unity and solidarity. It nurtures the concord and the 
meeting of minds by permitting the free play of the variations of 
public optnion.’’ Within this exchange of views, however, 
the document cautions that ‘‘..it is essential that charity is in 
command even when there are differing views. ’’? Such a reminder 
should hardly be necessary among Christians. 


What the Vatican document emphasizes is hardly 
traditional within the Catholic press, or any institutional 
press for that matter. 


But it is the mother’s milk of responsible journalism. 


Over the years — despite the abuses, irresponsibility of 
some publications and incompetence of others — the 
theory and practice have proven sound and in society’s best 
interest. 


The editorial staff of Southern Cross agrees with the 
authors of the Vatican II document that a full and fair 
airing of opinion is healthy and beneficial to the Church. 
That is the reason both pro and con Letters to the Editor are 
used. 


With sensitive, honest and objective reporting, Southern 
Cross may approach the Second Vatican Council’s ideal of 
being “‘..a glass that reflects the world and a light to show it the 
way. ’’ It is certainly one of the objectives of this newspaper. 


Although the process may be upsetting to some — clergy 
and laity, alike — the editorial staff of Southern Cross 
believes, with the Vatican II document, that being ‘@ 
forum, a meeting place for the exchange of ideas’’ is an important 


function. 
To do less would be to ill-serve the Church.

The old saying, ‘‘You can’t tell the 
players without a scorecard,’’ may apply 
as well these days to proposals in 
Congress to restore prayer in the public 
schools. The debate is not over just one 
measure but three: 


e The Reagan administration’s 
proposed constitutional amendment on 
voluntary school prayer; 


e A bill sponsored by Sen. Mark O. 
Hatfield (R-Ore.) aimed at permitting 
public high school students to gather on 
school grounds for prayer much like other 
student groups gather for sports or clubs; 
and 


e A bill sponsored by Sen. Jesse 
Helms (R-N.C.) to remove federal court 
jurisdiction in future school prayer cases. 


Up to now the’ proposal that has been 
getting the most attention has been the 
constitutional amendment, which 
President Reagan first submitted last year 
and resubmitted this spring after the new 
98th Congress convened. 


But increasing attention also is being 
given to the Hatfield bill, particularly 
because the issue it raises — whether high 
school students have a free speech right to 
gather for prayer on public school 
property — has been the subject of several 
recent lawsuits which have resulted in 
conflicting decisions. 


The Helms bill, meanwhile, was 
defeated in the Senate last year and is not 
expected to do any better this time 
around. 


The Reagan amendment, which needs 
a two-thirds vote of Congress and 
ratification by three-fourths of the states, 
says nothing in the Constitution should be 
construed ‘‘to prohibit individual or 
group prayer in public schools or other 
public institutions.’”? A second clause 
prohibits requiring students to participate 
in school prayer. 


According to its supporters, the 
amendment thus would reverse the effect 
of the Supreme Court’s school prayer 
decisions of the early 1960s without 
impinging on the rights of those who do 
not want to pray. States could enact laws 
allowing time during the official school 
day to be devoted to prayer, but those 
laws also would have to allow students to 
decline to participate if they so choose. 


The U.S. bishops’ public policy arm, 
the U.S. Catholic Conference, long has 
held however that such an amendment 
does not go far enough to assure children 
the right to express their faith. In a 
sharply worded May 9 statement 
submitted to a Senate subcommittee 
considering the amendment, the USCC 
reiterated its view that an amendment 
should also allow for religious instruction 
on public school property and said the 
Reagan proposal as currently worded 
would be only symbolic and ‘‘is not of 
sufficient merit to justify the problems it 
might create’’ for religious diversity and 
the rights of religious minorities. 


While the debate over the Reagan 
amendment goes on, the Hatfield bill has 
been quietly moving into the political 
spotlight not only because of its novel 
approach but because its supporters 
include Senate liberals and conservatives. 


Hatfield’s measure would make it 
unlawful for a public high school which 
allows groups of students to meet during 
‘“instructional periods’’ to discriminate 
against groups which want to meet for 
religious purposes. Groups denied the 
right to meet in such cases under the bill 
would be able to file civil suit in federal 
court against school authorities. 


A major question thus facing the 
Hatfield bill is whether the Supreme 
Court might ultimately rule that the free 
speech rights of high school students 
outweigh the need to keep church and 
state separate in the public schools. 


To women Religious... 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Nuns should accept, ‘“‘humbly and 
courageously,’’ the direction of local bishops about their social 
ministries, said Pope John Paul II May 13. 


The pope spoke in Italian, French and English to members of 
the International Union of Superiors General, representing one 
million nuns in 100 countries. 


He urged the Sisters to choose their apostolates after ‘‘serious 
study’’ and ‘‘constant dialogue,’’ making sure that the work 
chosen is ‘‘always in conformity with the most urgent demands 
and according to the character of the institute’ to which the nuns 
belong. 


“Tt will involve always carrying out such experiences in accord 
with the hierarchy, applying oneself humbly and courageously,”’ 
even if it means suspending or reorienting one’s social ministry, 
he added. 


He also told nuns to “‘interpret in the light of the Gospel the 
option for the poor and for the victims of man’s egoism, without 
giving in to socio-political radicalism which, sooner or later, 
produces effects contrary to those desired and engenders new 
forms of oppression.’ 


The pope said the woman Religious working in the world must 
not place in question ‘‘her own Religious identity, neither hiding 
nor disguising the specific origin of her vocation, which is to 
follow the poor, chaste and obedient Christ.’’ 


Pope John Paul praised the ‘‘eminently apostolic role of 
cloistered nuns’’ and told them the “‘pope and the Church need 
you. Christians count on your fidelity.’’ 


He said his meeting with the superiors general ‘‘expresses, in a 
certain way, the presence in Rome of all women Religious and 
their desire to witness to their own devotion to the Church and 
the pope and to welcome his teachings and directives 
personally.’’ 


About 750 heads of female religious orders were meeting in 
Rome to discuss the results of a four-year study on apostolic 
spirituality.

It seems that we never stop complaining about the 
Mass or the way that it is celebrated.

There is a difference between a well-acted and a deeply 
prayed liturgy and it is the difference between “getting a 
charge”’ or feeling ‘‘high on God’’ and the subtle moving 
of the spirit that draws one to gratitude and 
contemplation.

Christ are kept alive and vital in his prayer life and 
personal commitment will understand how even a silent, 
no frills weekday Mass can be a truly moving experience. 
We may enjoy ourselves at a well-rehearsed and acted 
liturgy, but we are converted by holiness. 


I remember a chance encounter with a young man who 
was passing through our parish after being discharged 
from the Navy. He was not Catholic, but attended 
Sunday Mass out of respect for our pastor who had been 
kind to him. I had attended an earlier Mass and was 
hovering about outside preparing for a bake sale when 
this young man came stumbling out of the church. The 
congregation had just risen to line up for communion and 
I thought he had mistaken this for the conclusion of the 
Mass. But he looked distressed and so I smiled and 
greeted him. 


HE DID NOT return my greeting but said ‘‘What’s 
going on in there?’’ I gave a brief answer but he 
interrupted agitatedly. ‘Yes, I know it’s a Mass, but what 
is going on! When the priest held up that little round thing 
something happened. What is it? What is going on?”’ 


At the elevation of the Host he had been struck by a 
feeling of presence that he could not explain. He was 
moved and frightened. ‘‘Who’s there? What’s 
happening?’’ Later the priest told us that the lad had 
followed him ‘‘around all day,’’ trying to grasp how it 
was possible that Christ could be in that small round thing 
and how His presence could have such impact. 


Our priest was a holy man with the kind of humble 
dependence on God that touched and changed those who 
came in contact with him. He was as bewildered as the 
young man and did not seem to realize that he had 
communicated his own deeply felt awareness of Christ to 
the pagan in the pew. 


WE SHOULD, of course, use all the visual and audial 
aids we have at our disposal to color and emphasize our 
liturgies. I love banners and flowers and good music and 
posters and so on. By all means let’s get excited and 
“turned on’’ to well-rehearsed and thoughtful 
celebrations. But let’s not lose sight of what is important 
or simply admire our own handiwork. 


Liturgy teams must, I think, be praying teams first. 
Then what is prepared will not be scenery for a play but 
the expression of prayer and loving reverence for the 
transforming power of the Eucharistic prayer itself. When 
we have prayerful and increasingly holy liturgy 
committees, we will have converting and confirming 
liturgies. 

__ We are affected more by the way that people do what 
‘they do than by what they do and unless we have 
something to communicate we will not communicate. We 
may fool people or carry them along with the power of our 
performance, but we will not draw them to the continuing 
moral conversion and commitment so essential to our 
spiritual life.

“*What is not working?’’ continues to be asked as many 


Christians complain about lackluster liturgies. Even 


Anglicans, closest to the Catholic liturgy, ponder the 
issue. Kenneth Stevenson, an Anglican chaplain at the 
University of Manchester who was to teach at Notre 
Dame this spring, has edited a book, Liturgy Reshaped, 
writing one of its articles, ‘“The Intercession.”’ 


For Stevenson, if modern prayers are to be effective, 
they must be short and to the point. On the question of 


. preachiness, Stevenson accuses Anglican liturgies in some 


cases (and probably ours) of sinning badly in this matter. 
The point made by him, and worth reflection, is: how 
many liturgies are there which tell people what they should 
be doing during the liturgy, instead of simply engaging them 
in the act of worship? He believes that too many 
ceremonies in our tradition suffer from unnecessary 
introductions, superfluous welcomes and aggressive 
celebrants. No wonder, as one commentator has observed 
about some present worship, ‘‘God still remains to be 
found.”’ 


HE BELIEVES too many liturgies are addressed to

Scripture speaks of human sexuality as a gift totally 
created by God, a gift which sustains the great potential to 
create an intimate communication with another person. 


Scripture tells of the power of sexuality to foster a ‘‘two- 
in-one-flesh’’ bonding, a total unity, a deep ‘‘knowing,”’ 
a personal language which carries the potential and 
responsibility of bringing into creation a new life. 


DOMINATION, use, introversion, chauvinism and 
lust are examples where sexuality goes its own path, not 
seeking the person of another individual. 


Persons are not toll booths; when they are used as such, 
sin enters and splinters the human potential for 
wholeness. 


Our sexuality needs formation in order to assist these 
great powers to create true human friendship. When sex 
begins a vagabond life, other persons are used and not 
respected. 


SEXUALITY is a voice from the very depths of our 
being. If God has created our sexuality ‘‘good,’’ must not 
our attitudes toward it be likewise ‘‘good’’? 

The 1981 Hite Report on Male Sexuality reports many 
of the same points made in the 1976 Hite Report on 
female sexuality. 

These studies, along with many others (see, e.g., 
Fundamentals of Human Sexuality, Katchadourian and 
Lunde, 1975), point out that both women and men speak 


the head, not to the heart (a point that this author would 
like to debate with him). As an example, Stevenson finds 
this fault particularly in the Prayers of the Faithful. These 
he thinks are the most verbose, preachy and cerebral parts 
of all worship. Why? They don’t suggest ideas but spell 
them all out. Most of them are not original but read (from 
books and missalettes). Usually they give out information 
but do not invite a spirit of prayer (a fact that can be 
verified by listening to many of them). (One remembers 
the convent where the Mass was at 6:15 a.m., and the 
celebrant had the opportunity to hear the 6:00 a.m. news, 
elements of which then became incorporated into the 
petitions in the Prayers of the Faithful. News and prayer 
in one sitting.) 

The hardest part may be to have these petitions heard, 
let alone understood. You notice that in confirmation 
liturgies where six or seven of the young candidates file up 
quickly and then in a hurried, unintelligible way, stumble 
over each petition and then, with relief, sit down. That 
does raise questions. For whose benefit are these ““prayers 
of the faithful’’ being said? For God’s? Ostensibly, yes — 
but are they not ‘‘consciousness raising, bids for the

of liking and wanting sexual intercourse because of ‘‘the 
feeling of being loved and accepted.’’ One person 
testifies, e.g., “‘it is the closest you can be to a person...It 
is the ultimate acceptance that’s important to me.”’ 


‘“‘WHAT ARE these studies maintaining? They are 
clearly indicating that sexuality is ““good’’ when there is 
honest acceptance, affirmation and even blessing. | 


The Hite reports strongly affirm that men and women 
“vastly preferred intercourse with a (person) they loved 
or cared about.’’ 


This is one of the major reasons why the Catholic 
Church insists that sexuality finds its most sacred and 
moral place within the context of marriage. 


MARRIAGE IS the reality, the atmosphere, which 


provides the very best place for intimacy, sharing and 
closeness. 


We cannot be naive, however, and’ pretend that : 


everyone seeks to understand and appreciate this true 
potential of human sexuality. 

For many persons, e.g., sex is a way of verifying 
identity. For some, sex is a means of connecting with 
one’s maleness or femaleness. ; 

SEX CARRIES this potential. It is a way of self- 
identity. But it is more. And it is this ‘‘more’’ which the 
church seeks to uphold and teach. 


The Hite Report on Male Sexuality likewise points out 


attention of the parishioners? Often they become verbal 
billboards, signposts saying to those present: if you have 
no thought about this, you had better think about it. Or: a 
good Catholic should have these subjects in mind. But as 
said, too often the petitions are read routinely out of a 
book, a missalette. Some books that are specially 
designated for these petitions become a horror, 7.¢., one 
that asks us to give thanks for popcorn, balloons, pretzels, 


_ etc. Cerebral? Puerile might be more descriptive. 


As to the length of some petitions, St. Benedict used to 
say, ‘‘Prayers are better when they are short.”’ Certainly 
in this intercession is the need for prayer from the heart. 
There must be a place in liturgies where the faithful can 
worship and seek out their petitions in silent prayer. One 
liturgist has put it well: ‘‘The most adequate prayer will 
be silent prayer, for when we are silent we are one, and 


- when we speak we are two.”’ 


MEANWHILE, liturgies and their parts should not be 
times for distractions. It takes work and skill to create an 
exercise of blending the many into one, in the worship of 
the Father through Jesus and in their Spirit. 


that for many persons sex is merely an instinctual reality: 
“a man has sex, period.’’ Intercourse then becomes a 
symbol of power, a way of ‘“‘having”’ or “‘conquering”’ or 
““‘performing.’’ 


Masturbation is a means of self-sexual satisfaction and 
pleasure, usually aimed at sexual orgasm. 


OF ITS VERY nature, masturbation is solitary, even 
though at times persons might be involved in 
masturbating each other. 


For many people today, masturbation has lost its aura 
of sinfulness. It is considered by some as naturally good 
and humanly healthy. It is advocated in some circles as a 
means of ‘‘getting into contact with your emotions and 
your body.”’ 


In light of the principles we have been exploring in 
these articles, should masturbation be simply regarded as 
unimportant and personally insignificant? 


TRADITIONAL approaches to the question of 
masturbation generally argued in terms of ‘natural 
frustration’’: masturbation frustrates the natural manner 
within us of genital activity: e.g., the male sperm from 
attaining its procreative end. 


Perhaps now, however, a better approach to this 


question is to ask, ‘“‘Is masturbation a good and human 
way of communication?’’

ABOVE SAN DIEGO — The need for the SHARE 


food program was brought home by viewing just two 
distribution sites from a helicopter. Mile-long lines.of cars 
snaking through two Southeast San Diego neighborhoods 
testified to the fact that many needy are out there, but the 
distribution process has to be streamlined. 


It’s easy to imagine that cars overheated, tempers 
smoldered and gas gauges dipped while nearly everyone 
receiving food parcels had to wait as long as four hours.

NATIONAL CITY — Father Vincent 
E. Lorenz, pastor of St. Anthony Church 
here, popped a champagne cork last 
Wednesday in the parish hall to mark the 
steady growth of a program which now 
has 100 regular participants. 


Also attending was Father Jerry Sims, 
pastor of neighboring St. Jude Shrine, 
whose cooperation made the mini- 
celebration possible; they were joined by 
some program staffers and a few early- 
bird lunchtime arrivals, one of whom will 
celebrate her 104th birthday this summer. 


ABOUT 100 seniors are now receiving 
low-cost, nutritious hot lunches every 
weekday in the parish hall at St. Anthony 
Church. The program is not-new to the 
parish, but ever Since the middle of last 
month it has been a ‘‘satellite’’ operation 
of a similar, established program at = 
Jude’s: 


The meals are cooked over at St. 
Jude’s, explained Janie Cordova, a 
parishioner at St. Patrick Church, who 

~ doubles as assistant manager of the St. 
Jude program and manager of the St. 
Anthony Senior Nutrition Project. 


A donation of 75 cents is asked for 


seniors over 60, and $2 for those under 60 
or for guests. Those unable to pay are still 
eligible for the meals, said Ms. Cordova. 
The program is supported by the Older 
American Act Fund, awarded by the City 
of San Diego ee the Area Agency on 
Aging. 


MANY OF tthe participants are 
Spanish-speaking, noted Father Lorenz, 
and at least a fifth are from the parish 
itself; the number of lunches served has 
more than doubled since last summer, 
said Father Lorenz, who praised the 
quality of the meals being prepared over 
at St. Jude’s. 


Mrs. Ruby Sexton manages the 
program at St. Jude, assisted by Velma 
Carter, Angie Alcoser, Mildred Leach 
and Thelma Thomas. Staffers -at St. 
Anthony’s include Janet Stevens, Carol 
Sullivan, Sylvia Ramirez and a 
volunteer, Benjamin Bustamante. 


Father Lorenz, who comes from Spain, 
took great pride in the bottle of (Spanish, 
naturally) sparkling wine that was 
decanted to mark the 100-point in the 
growth of the parish hot-lunch program: 
it was made from grapes grown in a 
vineyard only five miles from where he 
was born.

maybe more psychological than physical, 
has gone out of him.”’ 


No official report on the pope’s health 
was made public on May 13, the second 
anniversary of the assassination attempt. 


But based on ‘‘the external aspect,”’ 
Crucitti, who recently had an audience 
with the pope, gives his former patient a 
clean bill of health: ; 


TWO YEARS ago, the surgeon had 
predicted that surgery would be required 
on the pope’s left forefinger, two bones of 
which were shattered by the bullet which 
also went through his right forearm. 


Even though the surgery was never 
performed on the finger, ‘‘it is perfectly 
healed,’’ Crucitti said. 


The Vatican official dismisses claims 
that the effects of the assassination 
attempt have slowed’ down Pope John 
Paul or have changed his style. 


‘*FOR A fellow who they say hasn’t 
recovered, he keeps up an incredible 
pace,”’ the official said. . 


One indication of the pope’s stamina is 
his schedule of trips outside Italy. There 
have been 17 so far, and likely future 
stops include Poland, Austria, southern 
Africa, Switzerland and Canada. 


In the two years and eight months 
before the attempt on his life, Pope John 
Paul took nine trips involving 17 
countries. Since he was shot, he has made 
eight trips to a total of 18 countries. 


THE MOST recent papal trip, to 
Central America and Haiti, had an 
especially exhausting schedule and left 
many papal aides and members of the 
Vatican press corps sunburned and 
exhausted. 


But Pope John Paul looked almost as 
cheerful and alert at the end of the trip as 
he had at the beginning. 


Indications are that the pope, once 
dubbed ‘‘Cyclone Wojtyla”’ by the Italian 
press, has no plans to slow down. 


THE SECOND anniversary passed 
quietly but not unnoticed at the Vatican, 
where Pope John Paul celebrated Mass in 
his private chapel for a group of doctors 
and nurses who had treated him at the 
Gemelli Polyclinic. 


The pope also referred to the 
anniversary in a letter to Bishop Alberto 
Cosme do Amaral of Leiria, Portugal, in 
whose diocese the Marian shrine of 
Fatima is located. 


“The date of May 13 will always evoke 
in me the memory of a special maternal 
protection of Our Lady and a debt of 
gratitude which successive events have 
increased,’’ he wrote. 


IN A FRONT-page editorial May 13, 
L’Osservatore Romano, the Vatican daily 
newspaper, described the 1981 shooting 
as ‘‘a supreme and horrendous attack 
against love, carried out not so much by 
the hand of one or more men, but by the 
conspiracy of hate and all its 
manifestations and projects and _ its 
unmotivated destructive proposals.”’ 


L’Osservatore Romano said the 
assassination attempt had ‘‘not at all’’ 
affected the pope’s “‘total willingness’’ to 
carry out his duties as pontiff. 

“Tt did not drive the pope to take 
refuge behind reasons of security and the 
common good,”’ the editorial said.

WASHINGTON (NC) — Archbishop 
James A. Hickey of Washington sharply 
opposed a plan to introduce 8th-grade 
education in artificial contraceptive 
methods in Montgomery County, Md., 
public schools. 


Both the subject matter and the 
proposed grade level for teaching it are 
‘entirely inappropriate and objectionable 
to our faithful and to others who agree 
with us,’’ the archbishop said. He urged 
priests in the county to make their views 
known to the school board and to inform 
parishioners of the proposed plan.

Abp. Hickey blasts Mad. sex ed. 


When the county school board met two 
weeks ago to discuss the program, Father 
Pdul Gozaloff, pastor of St. Raphael’s 
Parish in Rockville, Md., testified against 
the plan on Archbishop Hickey’ s behalf.

Although the plan was rejected by the 
Montgomery County school board last 
year, Father Gozaloff said it was far more 
likely to pass this year. “‘It’s a board with 
four new members who are liberal,’’ he 
said.

WASHINGTON — A small but determined group of 
musical scholars and pastoral experts say the time has 
come for a revival of Gregorian chant, the traditional 
music of the Latin Rite of the Catholic Church. 


The melodic music, founded on verbal prose rhythms 
and named for Pope St. Gregory the Great, has been in a 
period of decline since the Second Vatican Council even 
though the Council encouraged the chant’s maintenance 
and use. Most say the Latin chant went into decline with 
the use of the vernacular in the liturgy following the 
Council. 


ADVOCATES OF Gregorian chant, like Theodore 
Marier, who directs the Boston Archdiocesan Choir 
School in Cambridge, Mass., contend that much was lost 
when the majority of parishes dropped the chant from the 
liturgy. 

‘Unity was destroyed, and the tradition that was so 
much a part of our heritage and culture was 
disappearing,”’ said Marier, who also directs the Center 
for Ward Method (music) Studies at the Catholic 
University of America here. 


He added that he once found it a great thrill to assemble 
boys and girls from various countries to sing at 
conventions because all knew the same melodies and were 
trained in exactly the same way. 


NOW, TWO generations of Catholic children who 
should be making some contact with their rich liturgical 
heritage have no knowledge of this music, Marier said. 
‘‘Many who come to Boston tell me that they are hearing 
Gregorian chant for the first time.’’ 


Peter LaManna, director of music for the Archdiocese 
of Philadelphia, agrees with Marier’s thesis and is 
convinced that future Church leaders must be trained to 
understand the liturgical force that Gregorian chant can 
provide. 


‘It is the epitome of melodic expression,’’ he said. “‘Its 
elements result in a technique and science of melody as 
well as art. Composers study it for this reason.”’ 


IN THE years prior to Vatican Council II, when 
Gregorian chant was taught in the schools, the music 
provided the bridge between school and Church, Marier 
added. ‘‘Now there is no bridge.” 


MADRID, Spain (NC) — Mother Teresa of Calcutta 
travelled to Madrid to attend a pro-life convention as 
Spain’s Cortes (Parliament) prepared to debate a bill 
which would legalize abortion. It is ‘‘unjust to legalize the 
destruction of a life,’’ said Mother Teresa May 23 on the 
government-controlled National Radio the day before the 
Cortes was scheduled to begin debate on a bill which 
would modify the 1944 law which provides six-year prison 
for a woman who undergoes abortion and for the person 
performing an abortion. The bill is sponsored by the 
ruling Socialist Party; the Ministry of Health estimated 
that 300,000 illegal abortions are performed each year in 
Spain and that another 20,000 women travel to other 
countries to receive abortions. 
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Although Gregorian chant is sung from time to time by 
some of the more ambitious parish choirs in the diocese, 
only the Benedictine monks at Prince of Peace Abbey, 
Oceanside, and the Discalced Carmelite Sisters in San 
Diego ase it regularly in their worship. At the Abbey, the 
monks sing in Gregorian chant five times a day when they 


gather to pray the Divine Office, and also at their 11 a.m. 
daily Mass. ‘‘It’s pretty alive...at least here,’’ said 
Brother Daniel. Mother Maura Coakley, prioress of the 
Discalced Carmelite community in North Park, said the 
Sisters ‘‘sing some things in Gregorian chant, but in a 
modified English form.”’ 


This leaves the chant, for the most part, inaccessible 
except to students who join the few choirs that still teach 
it. Marier’s choir numbers 47 boys and 18 men who feel 
strongly about, the music’s value, although Gregorian 
chant is not used exclusively in the choir’s repertoire. 


“If I didn’t close each Friday choir practice with at 
least 30 minutes of Gregorian Chant members would be 
very upset,’’ Marier said. 

IT’S NOT just the geographical unity that is offered by 
the Gregorian chant, said Christopher G. Hebard, a 
Boston stockbroker and choir member for almost 20 
years. ‘‘It is the historical unity that strikes me the most. 


To sing it is to feel yourself going back in time. You’re. 


saying the same prayers uttered by our fathers before 


> 


us. 


The music requires concentration, Hebard explained. 
“Tt’s not flashy, and you have to contemplate the texts, 
but that quiet singing allows you to think about the words 
and the peacefulness.”’ 


Gregorian chant, acknowledged Hebard, may not be 
for everyone to sing, but it is something everyone can 
enjoy. As a child, he had a fascination for the music and 
made a notebook about it at school. 


TODAY, SUCH a project would be extremely rare as 
teachers have little motivation to teach the chant and are 
turning toward other music. But teaching chant to 
beginners is easy, Marier maintains: ‘‘It requires only a 
sense of pitch and rhythm. One does not have to be a 
musician.”’ . 


At first, some students find it difficult because they are 
accustomed to contemporary music, which has a 
pronounced and intense regular and recurring beat, he 
said. Unless students can feel the beat, they have little 
reaction to the music. 


Chant, he explained, is a free-rhythm music — one 
that has no recurring beat or point of intensity. ‘‘It tends 
to wrap itself around the words that are being sung in a 
way that enriches the words. It breeds an atmosphere of 
prayer.” 

STEP-BY-step methods for teaching Gregorian Chant 
are included in the Ward Method music manuals, written 
and developed by Justine B. Ward, which have served the 
musical need of Catholic parish schools for more than 60 
years. Newly revised and updated, the texts provide 


strong pedagogy for developing basic music disciplines on

a daily classroom basis, and provide programs for 
participation in the liturgy. 


Additional chant texts will soon be available with the 


‘publishing of other books, such as Liber Cantualis, which 


will be the textbook for an international symposium on 
Gregorian Chant in Liturgy and Education, to be held 


_ June 19-22 at the Catholic University of America. 


But if parish priests are not interested in Gregorian 
Chant, it is practically doomed no matter how much 
teachers and principals might want this aspect of the 
liturgy preserved, Marier said. ‘‘It has to be a corporate 
endeavor.” 


MAURIER’S OWN interest in the chant began when 
he took a course in the music at Boston College. ‘‘I 
bought some early recordings, and it was like a 
thunderbolt,’’ he said. ‘‘I couldn’t believe what I was 
hearing or that human beings could do this.’ 


He began to study chant seriously and organized a 
choir. Later, he struck up a friendship with Dom Joseph 
Gajard, OSB, the noted choirmaster of the Benedictine 
Abbey of St. Pierre de Solesmes, France, who died at the 
age of 87 in 1972. 


Dom Gajard once said that Gregorian Chant was an art 
both divine and human — divine because of its 
supernatural inspiration and for the sweet and lovely 
odor of sanctity breathing in all of its melodies, he said. It 
was human, he added, because of its musical structure 
and in the ‘‘response it finds in simple, upright souls 
eager for the truth.”’ 


Scholars do not agree on the exact date of the 
composition of many chants, but the chants may be found 
in the psalm tone formulae as early as the origins of 
Christianity. Ambrosian hymns date from the time of St. 
Ambrose in the fourth century, and the propers of the 
Mass reproduced in the Graduale Romanum are believed 
to have existed and been performed at the time of Pope 
St. Gregory, who died in 603. 


The ancient and venerable Gregorian tradition reached 
a low during the 16th century as a-result of the preference 
for polyphonic singing during that period, but by the mid 
19th century it was revived by the monks at the 
Benedictine Abbey of Solesmes, in France. 


‘“‘THEIR GREAT contribution was that they 
produced accurate and musically sound transcriptions of 
the earliest chants and books edited with great care,’’ 
Marier said. ‘‘They also produced a choir that could show 
you how it goes and a method of teaching. That’s where 
Justine Ward came in. She synthesized the interpretation 
and produced the step-by-step methods of instruction for 
use-here.’ 

It will be an uphill battle to bring the chant back to the 
position it once enjoyed, Marier admitted. ‘“‘But what 
gives me hope is the reaction I have received from people 
who have heard about what (we’re doing here.) A lot of 
people are saying it’s about time for a re-run.”’

to the parish council is a great 
consolation; it is one of the joys of my 


life,’ Msgr. Murray told the DPC™ 


members. 
MSGR. I. BRENT Eagen, diocesan 
chancellor, updated the DPC on a 


planned parish profile, now under 
consideration by a special committee of 
the Priests’ Council. - 


Based upon a detailed questionnaire 
now used by the Diocese of Lansing, 
Mich., the information would enable the 
diocese to establish a ‘‘composite’’ parish 
within its own computer data bank to 
serve as a basis of comparison for future 
planning and meeting needs with existing 
resources. 


WHAT = IS needed is a uniform 
approach when it comes to the individual 
parish' census, noted Msgr. Eagen; they 
currently run the gamut from door-to- 
door to guesswork on the part of the 


pastor. The priests will ultimately make _ 


the final recommendation to the bishop 
on the type of parish profile to be adopted 
and the specific information to be 


'. requested of each parish. 


In his regular report to the DPC, 
Bishop Maher touched on a variety of 
topics, including catechesis and _ the 


' pastoral letter on war and peace récently 


adopted by the U.S. bishops in Chicago. 
Referring to his own recent pastoral 


‘letter on education, Bishop Maher noted 


that the laity have assumed an 
increasingly important role in Catholic 


- education at all levels, ranging from the 


parish to the university. A sound Catholic 
formation is rooted not just in academics, 
but in the Word, sacraments, Tradition 
and ‘‘Catholic values,’’ said the bishop. 

THE TEACHER, he emphasized, 
serves as a role model for the students, 
and administrators, in picking teacher 
personnel, “‘play a very decisive part in 


the 


the formation of 
community.”’ 


religious 


““Théy must be very careful,’’ warned 
the bishop, ‘‘to make sure that teachers 
are not indifferent or hostile to the 
Gospel.’’ A. Catholic university ‘‘can go 
down the drain’? by merely stressing 
academics at the expense of its religious 
heritage. 


“So many of our (Catholic) universities 
have died because they are no longer 
Catholic,’’ said Bishop Maher. ‘‘Parents 
who send their children to a Catholic 
university expect their children to receive 
a Catholic education.”’ 


““WE ARE forgetting Tradition. 
We’ve been shying away from it. We 
need our religious educators to come 
forward with more catechesis,’’ he said. 


In his report on the U.S. bishops’ new 
pastoral on war and peace in the nuclear 
age, Bishop Maher said the bishops are 
certainly aware of the threat of Soviet 
aggression, something their critics have 
been unwilling to give them credit for. 
‘*The choice is neither red nor dead,’’ he 
said. 


The document itself assumes a basic 
reverence for life ‘from which all moral 
values flow,’’ and only ‘‘conversion to 
God’’ can give one the ‘‘inner personal 
peace’’ from which world peace, 
disarmament, and the rejection of: all 
violence, including abortion, are possible. 


‘“‘TO TOLERATE the wanton killing 
of innocent human life ‘blunts’ us to the 
killing of non-combatant,’’ he said. The 
Church has a proper role to play in 
forming the consciences that go into the 
political and military considerations 
related to national policy towards war and 
disarmament, he emphasized. 

Although not stated in the pastoral, he 
said, the document takes as a point of 
departure the teaching of Pope Pius XII 
that we cannot use what we cannot

“‘One of the poorest populations in the 
entire city’? — southeast San Diego — 
benefited from SHARE, Marvin Threatt, 
coordinator of Christ the King’s 
distribution program, said. : 


THREATT, TO be ordained a 
permanent deacon May 28, limited 
Christ the King’s involvement to 400 
families, fearing that a larger group could 
not be handled on the first run. Once he is 
confident the parish has ‘‘a_ well- 
organized system,”’ the parish will try to 
accommodate more people, he said. 


“‘T think it was wise to stop, but I’m 
sorry I had to cut some off,’’ he said. Two 
trucks, 10: men and two women were 
responsible for the distribution there. 


Threatt will make sure those who 
bought food will also put in their 
volunteer work. Many of them will be 
directed to the San Diego Organizing 
Project, an organization he described as 
“‘self-help’’ for the Southeast city area. 


THE ELDERLY and sick who signed 


up for the program are not really able to 
contribute work, so Threatt has organized 
them into a prayer network which will 
pray for the success of SHARE. 


Distribution at St. Rita Church began 
at 10 a.m. About 200 people an hour were 
scheduled, said Father Joseph Carroll, 
director of the St. Vincent de Paul 
Center. Workers there stood in a line and 
served a steady stream of cars. Bundles of 
food were loaded straight onto cars, and 
volunteers handled 900. packages, the 
largest number distributed by any parish. 


Deacon Shelton later helped distribute 
some of the 20,000 pounds of food from 
SHARE that went to residents of 
Tijuana. : 


DEACON SHELTON credited many 
people with the success of the first 
SHARE food distribution, but singled 
out Tom Rodgers, head of Teamsters 
Local 542. Although ‘‘all the Teamsters 
locals helped,’’ Deacon Shelton said. 
‘Rodgers’ help was remarkable. He 
arranged for drivers, trucks and forklifts 
to be at the stadium on time. Rodgers 
hadn’t slept in the 48 hours preceding the 
distribution day.”’ 


‘*This wouldn’t have happened without 
the Teamsters,’’ he said. 


The next SHARE food distribution is 
set for June 25 near Old Town.

control; it is naive, he added, to think that 
a “‘limited’’ nuclear war could remain 
limited, and it is morally wrong to initiate 
nuclear war at any level, he said. NATO, 
he added, has an announced policy of 
meeting even a conventional Soviet attack 
with nuclear weapons. 


But this must be balanced with the 
absolute obligation a government has to 
defend both its own people and possibly 
even a third-party against attack; while 
pacifism remains an individual option, 
government itself has a ‘‘Christian duty”’ 
that cannot be abandoned in the face of 
oppression or aggression. 


THE U.S. NUCLEAR deterrence, 
however, is morally acceptable only on a 
““strictly conditioned’’ basis which 
assumes that a bilateral and verifiable 
reduction of nuclear arms, and finally 
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their elimination, is the goal, rather than 
deterrence for the sake of deterrence 
itself. 


Only the bishop is the ‘‘authentic 
teacher and interpreter’’ of the 
document, Msgr. Eagen advised the 
DPC. ‘‘We are lucky to have a balanced 
interpreter here.”’ 


‘WE HAVE AN obligation to see that 
this document is taught in universities, 
schools and parishes,’’ said Bishop 
Maher. But he added that ‘‘meeting the 
needs of the world’s poor is an essential 
element in reducing the tensions’’ that 
lead to the arms race in the first place. 


To that end he urged that Catholics 
pray for peace once again and fast and 
abstain on Fridays, this time for peace. 
“These are the essential elements of 
peace.”’

N.H. nuns, bishops, settle 


MANCHESTER, N.H. (NC) — Four Sisters of 
Mercy and Bishop Odore Gendron of Manchester have 
reached an out-of-court settlement of a contractual 
dispute that began in the spring of 1982 when the diocese’ 
announced it was not renewing the nuns’ contracts, a 
spokesman for the Manchester Diocese said May 20. 


A joint statement by lawyers for the bishop and the 
nuns said the nuns will not continue to teach at Sacred 
Heart School in Hampton, N.H., but may apply for 
other teaching positions in the diocese and will be assisted 
by the diocese in obtaining jobs. 


THE AGREEMENT also permits the nuns to 


continue to reside in the nearby convent until July 1984 | 


or until they decide to move elsewhere and the diocese has 
agreed to pay for the maintenance of the convent during 
that period. 


The four nuns, Sisters Honora Reardon, Justine 
Colliton, Catherine Colliton and Mary Rita Furlong, 
went to court after the diocese refused a public hearing in 
the dispute. 


The settlement agreement states that Sister Furlong 
shall be recertified as a teacher in the diocese and that the 
other three will be recertified when their present 
certification expires. 


A county court judge ruled that the court lacked the 
jurisdiction to overrule a decision by the bishop but the 
New Hampshire Supreme Court ruled last Dec. 23 that 
the nuns had a right to sue their bishop.

fourth annual ‘“‘Shepherds Speak’’ series 
at the cathedral. “‘As a religious person, I 
find it-embarrassing.
